„directions foꝛ matters of Poſting, eſpecially foꝛ the ſpeedie diſpatch of 

Packets and Letters importing the Pꝛintes immediate atfaires, the co- 

D lour Whereok leruing pꝛiuate turnes, hath greatly fruſtrated their en- 


deauours: 
t is now therefoꝛe, foꝛ the better warrantile and direction of our 


M Poſts, thought meet and tonuenient, that the foꝛmer Oꝛders bereuiued, 
and (accoꝛding to the neteſſitie of the times) renewed and publiſhed in 
our name in manner as followeth, 


1 Firſt, euery Poſt reteiuing a daily Fee, and entertained ſpecially foꝛ the Packet, actoꝛding to 
the pꝛopoꝛtion of his wages by the day, ſhallkeepe tertaine Hozſes, to the number of two at the 
leaſt, with furniture conuentent, and thoſe alwayes to haue at hand in a readineſſe to runne with 
our Packets onely in Poſt, ſo ſoone as the ſame are bꝛought to his hands. He ſhall haue alſo two 
Bags of Leather at the leaſt well lined with Bayes oꝛ Cotton, to tary the Packet in, and Hoꝛnes to 
ſound and blow, as oft as he meets company, oꝛ foure times in euery mile. 


2 Euery Poſt thus furniſhed, ſhall at all Houres reteiue and tary, oꝛ ſend away, all Packets oꝛ 
Letters bꝛought vnto him, directed foꝛ Our ſpetiall affaires, dated on the outſide, with the time 
and place of their firſt delivery, and ſubſcribed by the hands of our Pꝛincipall Secretaries, and 
Maſter andComptroller generall of the Poſtes: And foꝛ matters of the Nauy, oꝛ to the Mari⸗ 
time Fo:ts vpon the Sea coalſt,oz p2incipal Pozt Townes, by our Adnurall of England: Foz mat⸗ 
ters ot the Cinque Poꝛts by our Warden: Foꝛ matters of Scotland,by our Treaſurer and Secre- 
tary of Scotland : And foꝛ Jreland,by our Lieutenant the IL. Mountioy, Oꝛ addꝛeſſed to them in 
the pꝛoper buſineſle of their places, oꝛ tothe body ofour Counſell, from what perſons oz places 
whatſoeuer: Of whole names, and addꝛeſſe only, the Poſts ſhall take notice, accozding to the firſt 
Inſtitution, and Oꝛiginall vſe of their ſeruite, and ofnone other. 


3 Euerp Poſt ſo reteiuing our Packets, directed and ſubſcribed as aboueſaid, ſhall within one 
quarter of an houre at the moſt after they tome to his hands, diſpatch them away in Poſt, and ſhal 
runne therewith in Sommer (that is, from the firſt of Apꝛill to the laſt of September) after ſeuen 
Miles the houre: and in Winter (which thalbe eſteemed the reſt of the yeere) after fine Miles the 
houre at the leaſt, as the wayes affooꝛd, and the weather fallout, 


4 And that it may appeare from time to time (When, and as often as it ſhalbe required) with 
what care and diligente the ſeruite is at all hands applyed and perfozmed, EueryPdoſt ſhall keepe 
a large and faire leger Paper Booke to enter dur Packets in, as they ſhall be bzought vnto him, 
with the day of the moneth, houre of the day oꝛ night, that they came firſt to his hands, together 
with the name of him oꝛ them, by whome oꝛ vnto whom they were ſubſcribed and directed, taking 
and entringonely ſuch foꝛ our Packets, as come warranted as afozeſaid, and all others to paſſe as

5 Laſtly, to the end that the Poſts generally may the better attend their ſeuerall ſeruites, and 
perfoꝛme their duties in that behalfe , Our pleaſure is, that they and euery of them ſhall bꝛooke 
and entoy the benefite of all fozmer fauours allowed them, namely, That they and their ſeruants 
be holden free and exempted from all Pꝛeſts and attendances at Aſſiſes, Seſſions, Inqueſts, and 


Muſters.
